This was a severe blow to the Jews, 
bat they perceived & silver lining to 
the cloud. If they were regarded as 
allens, it was plain that they were not 
subject to military service, because 
an Act expressly excused aliens. They 


were ‘told that while they were not} you: 


allens-in the sense that they could 
evade military service, they were 
aliens in other respects. In 1886 2 
law was passed declaring thst only 
Christians might become naturalized, 
thus fixing a barrier between the Jews 
and any -righta they: might expect to 
have enjoyed by becoming naturalized. 
Up to this time the discriminations 
against the Jews bad been perpetrated 
with some decorum and under the 
guise of law, but.soon the mobs be- 
came inflamed and riots followed. 
Jews were beaten and robbed and even 
murfered: There wére massacres, and 
finally the powers were led to protest. 
In the Treaty of Berlin, by, which 
Roumania was formally recognised, 
there was inserted an article dealgned 
to protect the Jews. It was affirmed 
that they were to be treated exactly 
like other citizeng. For a couple of 
years after this treaty the Roumanian 
Government. sought to delay action. 
Evaded Treaty Obligations 
It argved that the Jews, who num- 
bered half a million or so, could;not 
de immediately admitted to the full 
rights of citizenship, It desired to 
| maxe citizens of them gradually, and 
so a beginning was made with the 883 
Jews who bad fought through’ the Rou- 
manian war of liberation. A bill was 
introduced and passed, and the frst 
lot of Jewish citizens was thus created. 
Then the movement stopped, and in 
the past thirty years (Rot 200 Jews 
have been naturalised. 
From time to time one power after 
1 another has called the attention of the 
| Roumanian Government to its failure 
,to ablde by the terms of the Treaty 
ot Berlin. - The Roumanian Govern- 
“ment however,-bss proved almost as 
skilful as the Government of the for- 
mer Sultan of ‘Turkey in ‘evading its 
Pledges. The Jewish children are not 
allowed to attend the echools of the 
country, although the Jews are taxed 
{to support them. Jewish workmen can 
be employed in factories only in the

Rainstorm of Alinoat the Proportions 
of a Cloudburst Sweeps Over the 
City and Wrecks ‘raffic of Every 
Discription—Four Men Saved 
From Cave-in In Sewer. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—A_rain- 
storm that reached almost cloudburst 
proportions, deacended on New York

Mineralogically, all sapphires are 
practically alike, ‘but different lo 
calities produce distinctive colored 
stones, which are known as‘Cashmere, 
Burma, Ceylon, Montana or Australian 
sapphires. 

The Cashmere, or Keahmir, sap- 
phire oecurs in India, fm the State 
of Kashmir, in the noted Himalaya 
mountains, and {s noted for ‘ts clear, 
corpfiower blue. These stones are 
full «f ‘imperfections, thowever, and 
flawless ones are rarely obtainable in 
any great size. 

The Burma,. or Oriental, sapphire 
usually comes in reality, not from 
Burms, ‘but from the selghboring 
countty of Slam. These are of a very 
dark blue. 

The Island of Ceylon produces sap 
phires ranging in color from a dell- 
cate, pale, grey blue to a purplish 
dlue, and of a larger alte than are 
found In most localities. ° 

Beautiful, electric blue sapphires, 
are found in Montana, but most of 
these stones are cut in Europe. The 
color js very uniform in all stones 
found In these mines. 

Greenish and blackish blue stones 
are found in Australia, and the dis- 
tinetly blue anpphire is rare, bdut 
when found is quite as valuable com- 
mercially as gems of a like color 
coming from Siam or Burma, 

Among the fancy sapphires are the 
Oriental emerald or green sapphire, 
which does not approach the true 
emerald in depth of color, but out 
classes {t in hardness and brilliancy: 
the purple sapphire or Oriental ame 
thyst, which shows up better in art- 
ficial light than does the common 
ametb) and several other “Oriental” 
stones which are given this name to 
distinguish the corundums from the 
iless valuable minerals of the same 
colors, which they resemble, but which 
they greatly surpass in beauty and 
value because of thelr superior bril- 
Nancy and hardness.

HOME DRESS-MAKING 


Care and Accuracy Necessary In Fit 
ting a Walst 


There are a few things which should 
be remembered In fitting oneself, ea- 
pecially if it be the dificult matter 








of waist-ftting. Do not put the waist 


on the wrong side to fit it, Always 
try a garment on and do the fitting 
of it the way you propose to wear 
it. Thia suggestion is important for 
the reason that few women are ex- 
actly the same in slope of shoulder 
and walst on both sides. When the 
walst is fitted to the figure on one 
side and is turned over on the other, 
you may find a defect which is due to 
this very thing. 

When putting on a waist to be fitted 
slip the hands underneath it and turn 
the shoulder and underarm seams 
toward the front. If there are other 
seams turn these toward the back. 
This is necessary in order to make 
the walst lie flat. In pinning the front 
or back together, which is one of the 
first things to do, have at least two 
guide lines. The waist line at the 
bottom may be one. The other might 
be a line which dressmakers call the 
“chest line,” a Ine parallel’ with the 
waist line, but only three inches down 
from the neck and running about six 
inches across the middle front, 

In making alterations by pinning be 
sure to pin securely. Otherwise the 
alterations will be of little use, as by 
the time the walst Has been rémoved 
some of the alteration marks may 
have been lost through falling pins,

The men. otf ancient 
Rome had to face their’ aroused’ ‘wo- 
mankind; who, agitating’ practically 
the same cause adopted identical 
methods, displayed similar persistence 
and tenacity of purpose, and in their 
Gay created equal turmoil and die- 
turbance. 

The crisis was brought about at the 
deginning of the third century through 
the efforts to abrogate the socalled 
Opplan law, which had been passed 
twenty years before during the terror 
eaused by Hannibal's invasion and had 
attempted to curb the growing luxury 
ef. women. “The area about the 
Capitol,” says the historian Livy, “was 
filled with crewds who favored oF 
opposed the law. Nor could the ma- 
twons be kept at home, elther by ad- 
vice or shame, not even by the express 
eommands of their husbands; but 
Deset every street and avenue in the 
elty, beseeching the men as they went 
down to the Forum to suffer the wo }. 
men to have their former rights to 
wear ornaments restored to them.” 

Quite a Modern Flavor 

The dedate became most heated, and

Could not each have made 
the same request to her husband at 
home? Although If matrons would let 
their modesty confine them within the 
Umite of thelr own rights, it did not 
become you, even at home, to concern 
yourselves about any laws that might 
be passed or repealed here.’”

IN. TURKISH CHOLERA CAMP 





English Newspaper Correspondent 

Tells of the Horrors.He Witnessed 

at Hademkeni. 

The scenes of death and desolation 
and despair which are part and par 
cel of the kingdom df the god of bat- 
tles seldom have been brought so viv- 
idly to the minds of peaceful people 
as in the terrible realistic pictures of 
Turkish cholera camps and in the dis- 
patches of hardened war correspond- 
‘ents, whose souls sickened at the 
horrors they witnessed. There were 
several cholera camps, but the most 
dreadful examples of irremediable suf- 
fering and wholesade deaths, under 
conditions that made death a welcome 
friend, were seen in the main camp 
at Hademkeni, « short distance behind 
the headquarters of Nazim Pasha, the 
‘Turkish commanderin-chief, on the, 
Tchatalja Mnes, H 

“The horrible scenes In the villages 
in the rear of the army pale altogeth- 
er into insignificance when compared 
with ths horros of Hademkeni,” wrote 
& correspondent of the London Dally 
Telegraph, “where the remnants of 
the army defeated at Lule Burges 
were finally rallied. Three days ago 
I rode over the hills from the place 
where I was encamped, intending to 
visit Hademkeni. I mounted the’ last 
slope which hid the valley in which 
it Mes,and then I was brought to a 
standstill by the awful babel of sounds 
‘which arose from beneath mo. I was 
gazing into the valley of the shadow 
of death. There is a station at Had- 
emkeni, and a train was in the sta- 
ton. It was black with the most 
wretched specimens of sick humanity 
seeking to escapo from the dread 
specter. The large square in the cen- 
ter of Hademkeni resembled a suc- 
cessful fiy-paper in midsummer, It 
was covered with the corpses of the 
dead and the writhing bodies of the 
living in all attitudes—some prone, 
some sitting, some kneeling, some 
constantly shifting, some with hands 
clasped in supplication.

Henry Spencer Arrested, For Murder 
of Mrs, Rexroat Confesses and 
Gives a List of the «en and Wo- 
men He Has Killed In the Last 
Few Years—Has Got $7,000 
Besides Jewels In Year. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 6.—A,man various- 
ly known as “Henry Spencer,” “Skul- 
pala,” and “Jozsepb Burke,” an ex- 
convict, who was arrested Saturda; 
aight, made a confession last evening 


to the police that he had killed Mrz. 
Mildred Allison Rexroat, a dancing 
teacher, whose dead body was founc 
near Wayne, a suburb, for whose 
murder her husband kas been held 
in jail for ten days. He also con- 
jeased he had committed from 12 to 
34 other murdere. Among his vic- 
tims were two policemen. Many o: 
‘he murders were committed within 
ue last year. 

The confession, if true, clears up 
{ suuny of the mysteries tbat have 
bale: the police department. Thi: 

sonishing man could not remember 
the exact number of the tragedies. 
The list_he recalled Is us follows: 

Mrs. Rexroat, Patrolman Pennell. 
latrolman Devine, Fannie Thomp- 
son, & woman whose body was found 
rear the count: “ospital, a broker 
whose body was found In Jackson 
(ark, a woman found in the drain- 
age canal, two girls In Delavan, Wis:, 
“% woman found back of the stock 
yards, one woman at Fort Montgom- 
ery, N.¥., one man in alley way in 
Van Buren street, near Morgan; one 
man and one woman. Ove years ago 
in a rooming-house. 

Spencer, is a mild-appeariug man, 
32 years of age, nearly 16 of which 
he bas passed in prison. He ts smooth 
shaven, of medium height, wears 
slasses and carcfully dressed. He had 
$260 In his possession when caught 
and states that be has gained about 
$7,000 from murders and robberies 
during the last year, without count- 
ing diamonds of much value, which. 
he says, he bas given to women of bis 
acquaintance or solé to chance ac- 
quaintances. He has been a fre- 
ocuenter of the most popular cafes ip 
Chicago and was known as a wine 
buyer. 

“1 found some of my most profit: 
able victima in the best places,"” be 
s* -s, without a slgn of emotion. 

Spencer doca not drink or smoke 
tobacco, but arss that every few days 
he would smoke oplum. At the tims 
of his confession he had not had any 
opium for two days and added tha’ 
when he did smoke the effect lasted 
only a couple of hours, and that non 
of his crimes were committed except- 
ing when he was clear-headed. 

He showed not the slightest excite- 
ment when being questioned. When 
asked how he killed his victims bc 
reptled: 

“If Lb could get them coming up- 
stairs I found a bammer handy. I 
1 was alongside them I used a gun 
and sometimes if the girl] was not 
strong I would tle her up and choke 
her so as to have the least trouble. ! 
cannot say hoy many persons I bavc 
killed. I am telling you men all | 
remember just now, but there mar: 
have been others.” 

Among his other crimes Spence: 
admitted being the burglar who tled 
two women and a man to thelr beds 
over a Milwaukee candy store re. 
cently and setting Gre to the hous« 
after shooting one of them. The fire- 
men just succeeded In rescuing thr 
prisoners, He also told of numerou: 
recent robberies, including those 1 
four Thompson restaurants and at thc 
Astor restaurant. 

“EL have been marr'ed four times 
and killed two of my wives,” he 
sald. 

The police, while in doubt as to the 
full truth of Spencer's story, are con 
Odent they have found a wholesal« 
murderer, and that he will be prover 
to have killed at least several of 
t ose whose deaths be described In: 
long confessicn Inst night. 

Spencer’s confession was so start) 
ine that it probably would have re 
ceived no credence had not the blood: 
suitcase nnd the revolver confirmerc 
at least part of his statement. 

“I Intended to kill Mra. A. J. Sen 
field, the proprietor of the roominr 
house where I have been Ilving.” be 
sald. “If f had not been arrested u 
just this time, 1 would have kille: 
ber.”

OR A BIG REVENUE LOSS 


Treasury Officials Are Worried Over 
- the Differential. Tax Giving Five 
Per Cent. Advautage to Freight 
In U. 8. Boate—If Taken LAt- 
erally It Means a Big Deficit 
Instead of a Surplus. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Oficials 

of the Treasury Department are at 
sea ‘> know what Congress actually 
weant by the provision of the new 
tariff law allowing five per cent. re- 
ductlop of duties on goods imported 
in American ships, with the condition 
that the differential should not be 
construed to abrogate or impair any 
existing treaty between the -United 
States and a foreign nation. 
Literally interpreted it Is declared 
the provision would give a five per 
cent. decrease to goods In American 
bottoms and automatically grant the 
same privilege to the ships of the 
many nations whose treaties with the 
United States guarantee no discrimi- 
nation between their vessela and 
those of this country. This constric- 
tion, which would be a horizontal re- 
duction of five per cent. fn the tariff 
f.: importation from most of the 
great countries of the world, involves 
probably ten millions in- revenue for 
she Government, creating a deficit In- 
stead of a surplus in the Treasury, ar 
has been estimated by the tariff fram- 
ers. The question undoubtedly will 
be referred (o President Wilson and 
Attorney-General McReynolds and ul- 
timately will reach the United States 
*~preme Court. 
The State and Treasury Depart- 
ments are in consultation over the ef- 
fect of the provision, the first snag 
struck in the rew law. Avoiding a 
ilteral construction, some officials 
contend’ that Congress meant that 
the reduction should be allowed only 
{n cases where the United States did 
= have a treaty that would inter- 
ere. 

Whatever the (nterpretation of the 
provision for nations with these 
guarantees of equality, it is pointed 
out that other serlous questions arise 
as to twenty-three nations whose 
treaties with this country donot 
guarantee against discrimination.

Desperate Cunning All Ocatribute 
to the Successful Attempts to Pass 
Through “ocksd Doors — France 
Holds Record for the Most Sensa- 
tional Jail Deliveries. 


Not in all the annals of adventure 
will you find more stirring tales than 
those relating to escapes from great 
as sae is aowar of keen pee) = 
jong patience, of set pu » ° 
passionate thirst for freedoms: t 
every obstacle that can be devised. To 
a strong mah with a lifetime behind 
bars in prospect, what is a year, two 
years, five years, spent in scraping 
away mortar with hie finger nails 

His jailers have many things to 
think of besides his safe keeping; on 
tue other hand, he is free to bend all 
his faculties, night and day, on ways 
and means, and the results are indeed 
full of human interest. I have often 
spoken with prison wardens on the 
subject and saat almost breathless with 
interest as talen were told of esca 
and attempts so ingenious and daring 
that they commanded the admiration 
and amypathy — purely personal and 
unofficial of course—of even those 
stern disciplinurians, 

Wardens have shown kevs made of 
wire from tin cans and twisted stranda 
of oakum—keys that would open mas- 
sive doors with startling readiness. 
And think of a master key to almost 
every gate in a prison, forged by « con- 
vieted blacksmith entirely from mem- 
ory! The man had seen the original 
displayed in the chaplain’s belt two or 
three times and bad so accurately im- 
pressed each angle and curve on hin 
eager mind that. the skeleton he repro- 
duced with such patient labor was, if 
not m perfect copy, at least an effective 
substitute, But prisoners using tools 
of any sorts, or having access to even 
the most unlikely material, will con- 
trive keys, saws, files and other imple- 
ments that accomplish miracles as open 
sesames. 

Probably the French al establish- 
menta yield the most nteresting and 
romantic cases. The sentences are 
more severe and the prisoners are left 
more to their own devices, particularly 
at the famous prison of Noumes, in 
New Caledonia, a lonely island in a 
tropic sea. Severe punishments are in 
store at this convict .station for men 
who attempt to escape. They are 
loaded with ehaina and thrown into a 
black hole, where many a man has lost 
his reason. Moreover, recapture after 
the alarm gun has been fired means o 
greet prolongation of sentence. It is 
eoquent of the life in New Caledonia, 
however, that in spite of this, one will 
find young prisoners who have made n 
éozen attempts to escape and in con- 
sequence have cumulative sentences 
aoging over them amounting to 50 
or even 100 years. 

The Jatest and strangest case re- 
ported to Paris wae one where two 
men had patiently cut their chains and 
made their bedclothes into petticoatx 
by hight. White caps and curls were 
skillfully fashioned out of picke. 
oukum; and they dyed the lower par. 
of their legs a dark blue to imitate 
rn stockings. Thus disguised they 
made « bold bid for freedom. But the 
ocean forged fetters beyond even their 
sharp wits, and they had to give up 
after a day and night on a erazy raft, 
half drowned and delirious with thirst. 

As to the grent Freneh prisons at 
Brest, Rochefort and Toulon, up till 
recently amazingly daring escapcr 
wore attempted and earried out; and, 
stranger still, coining money was cou 
stantly practiced in them. In the 
words of a. government inspector, ‘*It 
seems possible to make files or false 
keys in the shops by evading super: 
vision; but to strike false money dur- 
ing the short hours of rest—to, hollow 
out molds melt metals and complete 
the coins—seems incredible; yet it wax 
successfully done.’’

tarlo Agricultural College, Miss Bells 
Millar, in charge of the Home Dairy 
Work, made some experiments in the 
atilization of dairy by-products. Cheese 
was made from skim milk and butter- 
milk. The making of cheese from skim 
milk 1s comparatively simple, but the 
duttermilk requires a little more of 
& process, which is described as -fol- 
lows: 
Heat the buttermilk to 80 degrees 
F., as rapidly as possible, stirring 
enough to ensure even heating. Leave 
it undisturbed for an hour. s 

Heat to 138 degrees rapidly, and 
with just enough stirring to ensure 
even heating. Cover it to retain the 
heat, and leave undisturbed for about

DISASTER IN MINE 


Over Four Hundred Lives Lost 
In Welsh Colliery Explosion. 








FIVE HUNDRED ARE SAVED 


Terrific Explosion In Universal Mine, 
Near Cardi%, Occurs Just After 
Day's * Begins and Rescue 
Parties Succeed In Bringing 
Up Five Hundred Men 
From the Burning Pit. 


CARDIFF, South ¥ ales, Oct. 15.—- 
The long and terrible :ecord of Welsb 
coal mine disasters was added to yes- 
terday morning by one of the worst 
« ‘astrophes of the present ¢enera- 
tion, @ terrific explosion In the well- 
known Jniversal colliery, ut Senghe- 
nydd, near Cardiff, entailing a lose of 
life which will, it is feared, total 434.

In the pit when the explosion oc- 
curred, 934 to £40. 

Rescued, appro~imately, 500. 

Bodies recovered, 10. 

The day shift descended the shafts 
in the cages at five o'clock. An hour 
afterwards a deavening report 
brought tHe Inhabitants in the vicin- 
lty of the mine run .ng to he pit 
head, where they found the ventilat- 
ing hoisting machinery at the top of 
t'e sheft had been blown to atoms, 
and a man who had been worl'ing 20 
yards away bad becn decapitated. 

Rescue parties of miners belonging 
to the night shift were soon on the 
scene, The fiery reputation of the 
mine, however, gave little hc,« that 
any of those below couk .« rescued 
allve. 

An entrance was found, however, 
by way of an adjacent shaft and the 
resculng parties came across some 
scores ¢* men huddled together where 
the ventilation was still good. 

Some 327 Uving miners had been 
gathered together and take. up the 
shaft with the bodies of six of their 
companions who had been killed by 
being dashed against the uprichts 
supporting the galleries by the explo- 
sion. 

The rescuers continu:d thelr search 
fp remote galleries and by noon had 
picked up and brought to the surface 
altogether 600. ° 

At the pit head «he wives, children 
and other relatives of the entombed 
miners gathered in thousands and 
waited In the agony of suspense. Wo- 
men and children --ept and clamored 
for news of those still in the pit. 

The men brought to the surface 
were found on the east side of the 
mine where the ventilation remained 
fairly good while on the west side, 
where the explosion occurred, fire 
soon added tts terrors to the deadly 
afterdamp and the rescue parties 
were unable to make any progress to- 
ward the affected area. 

The officials of the mine found it 
Necessary to call a detachment of 
police to keep back the women and 
ehild-en, while the alone manazers, 
with the teara streaming from their 
eyes, replied to all Inquiries, “There 
is little hope.” 

Most of the rescued men preaented 


om 


a pitiable uppearance. Some of them ' 


were not expected to live and nearly 
all of them were suffering from burna 
and shock or the effects of after- 
damp.

THE WATCH BELOW BURNED 





Seamen: im Forecastie Died In the 
Flames Without Possibility of Help 


Quiceed anJ Kept In Ignor- 
ance of Their Real Danger, 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—Captain 
Francis Inch of the Volturno sent his 
story of the disaster by wireless last 
night from {be Kroonland, on which 
he fs belng bro. got to this port, to 
the officers of the Uranlum Line 
here. Captain Inch’s narrative says 
in part: 

“At 6.50 am., Oct. 9, 1913, fre 
was rerorted ia hold No. 1 by chief 
officer. At 6.55 am. fames were 
burning through No, 1 hatches, r-t- 


Httings. I slowed the ship down and 


deck connections. The flames were 
galning rapidly, reaching the height 
of the foremast light, and imprison- 
ing the watcb below, who were burn- 
ed to death in the forecastle. 

“A: series of explosions now occur- 
red, wrecking the saloon and hospital 
amidebips, the compass and steer- 
Ing gear being also damaged by the 
explosions. 1 gave orders to get help 
by wireless as soon as the fames 
burnt the batches, 

“Ie seemingly being Impossible to 
save the ship, I had boata provisioned 
and swung out. The ship was roll- 
ing heavily, Boats Nos. 13 and 5 
were smashed, but No. 2 was lowered 
In the water with cabin passengers 
and stewardess, in charge of Chief Of- 
ficer H. P. Miller, After this boat 
left the ship she capsized, throwing 
ber occupants [nto the water. She 
afterward righted herself, and sev- 
eral of the crew got back into the 
boat, the chief officer being one of 
them. The No. 6 boat was lowered. 
and got away safely Glled with steer- 
age parsengers, in charge of Fourth 
Officer Langsell. The No. 7 boat on 
being lowered was caught under ibe 
stern of the ship, the boat being 
completely v recked. 

“Meanwhile the chief engineer, two 
seamen and myself fought the fire 
and apparently subdued the flames. 3 
gave orders to send no more Lou's 
away, as 1 had received word from 
the Carmania that sho was hoping to 
be with us by 12 a.m. Life-belis were 
served out and put on each passen- 
ger. The passengers now became 
calmer. Food was served out to 
them. 

“Several steamers had arrived br 
dusk. The Kroonland put over 
boats, which made four attempts to 
come alongside, but were swept away 
each time. 

“At 9.30 p.m. the saloon and chert 
houses were fiatning. ‘The deck. 
brid-e and all before the funnel were 
blazing fiercely. Pumps and dynamo 
stopped for want of steam. Marcon! 
operators working with the accumu- 
lators until] 11 p.m.. when the maga- 
zine on the bridge blew up, carrying 
the aerlal away. 

"Sever&l boats by this time were 
lying off the ship, ani Induced pas- 
sengera to jump. and they were ren- 
cued by boats. 

“The fire meanwhile worked 
through the women's ste-rage to the 
after end of the abip, but we kept 
knowledge of this from the passen- 
gers, who were quiet throughout the 
rest of the night. 

“The chief engineer, the Marconi 
men, and seamen, and myself spent 
the night making small rafts tn care 
the fire burned through the deck be- 
fore daylight. 

“At 1.30 a.m. boats were enabled 
to come alongside, which enabled pas- 
sengers to embark quickly. Ail the 
stramers lying around the ahip sent 
boats. Now we were enabled to load 
three boats with passengers at once. 
The passengers left In a very orderly 
way and there was no panic, women 
breaking down and crying when help 
was alongside, and all were off the, 
ship by 8 a.m., about 400 passengers. 
1 searched the ship myself and found 
no one else on board, so decided to 
abandon her, as the No. 3 batch was 
well aflame by now, so with the re- 
rvainder of the crew embarked on the. 
Kroonland. 

“Nothing at all had been heard of 


‘the two missing boats. Passing ves- 


sels were asked to keep a Jookout for 
them. 

“I wish to express my heartlest 
thanks to the captains of ships who 
stood by, also to the officers and 
crews who came to our asalstance, for 
their bravery and endurance in their 
endeavor to come alongside the ship. 
The work of the crews of the rescu- 
ing vessels was all that human effort 
could do, more Indeed than could be 
expected.”

For Instance comparison of the 
sexes listead of agea shows that wo- 
men In general have about 6 rears 
longer to live than men. The figures 
also show that married men live lon 
ger than single men and that married 
women jive longer than single women.

The negro 
appears to have less chance of life

paper so that they will not spoil other 
food near which they are placed. 

A tin lunch box should be provided, 
as it fe not only more convenient but 
the mere fact of having to remember 
to take it to and from school teaches 
responsibility.

To Launder Silk Underwear . 

To wash silk mesh and crepe dechine 
anderwear satisfactorily prepare a 
jsuds of pure soap and soft water, 
warm but not bot. If the water Is 
naturally hard dissolve a ,ittle borax 
in it. Then knead the silk garments 
about in the suds with the hands untli 
jall the dirt fs loosened. Put them in 
one piece at’a time, as they must be 
thoroughly kneaded {f they are to be 
thoroughly cleaned. 

If they are badly sofled they will 
need to be immersed In a second suds 
bath. 

After they are clean rinse them In 
two changes of clear lukewarm water 
and wring them gently dry. Hang 
them out of doors in the shade, or 
else in the house in an open window, 
where there Is no sun, When they 
are almost dry iron them. If possible 
iron them with a plece of thin muslin 
between them and the fron. This 
method prevents a shiny gloss from 
coming to the silk, 








Caring for Knives 

To prevent knives not In dally use 
Kelling rusty rub them over after 
'sleaning with a little sweet ofl. Then 
«rap in tissue paper and afterwards 
in thick brown paper, tying the par- 
cel tightly up, so that as little alr as 
possible may get to the knives.

There’are three things to know, and 
another to do, If you are ever to get 
Woore than a fleeting glimpse of wild 
animals, William J, Long writes Im the 
New York Independent. The first is 
that all wild animals are not governed 
by fear. The. second !s that a wild 
animal hates to be watched and be- 
comes alarmed the moment he finds 
eyes fixed intently upon him. The 
third {s that all wild animals are in- 
tensely curioys, and that in moments 
when they are not feeding or playing 
or sleeping they get most of thelr fun 
out of life by indulging thetr curios 

ity. 

Their first attitude toward every 
new object, unless it be moving to- 
ward them with evident hostility, is in-

of fear. 

The one thing to do In view of this 
knowledge is to keep still, physically 
and mentally still, and so take adran- 
tage of the animal's curiosity. Better 
than roaming the woods Is to sit quiet 
in a good place and let the animal 
come to you. “Then observe him casu- 
ally, veiling your keen interest and 
never jooking at-bim intently. You 
ere to keep physically quiet lest the 
anima} take alarm, and mentally quiet, 
because excitement of any kind is ae 
contagious as fear or any other dis- 
ease of mind or body. 

When I am alone in the ‘woods the 
wild animals rarely show alarm. ~A’ 
thousand times I have bad them near 
me, large and small, and watched 
them indulge their curlosity and then

BROUGHT DOWN JUICE. 


Concrete Mixer's Short Circuit Was 
& Disastrous Affair. 


TORONTO, Oct. 17.—It all bap- 
pened fn a moment, but ft took civic 
and street car company forces over 
four hours to straighten out the 
damage done when a concrete mixed 
short cireulted the current from a 
trolley wire to the track yesterday. 
Tracks were torn up, the bugs. .con- 
crete mixer was crippeld. overhead 
wires were wrenched down, and the 
wooden casing through an overhead 
bridge were ripped to pleces. For- 
tunately there was no loss of life. 

It took place with the suddenness 
of a dynamite explosion. The great 
concrete mixer, which weighs some 
seven tons and stands about fifteen 
feet high was being moved near the 
corner of Gerrard stree$ and Carlaw 
avenue at 4.30 yesterday afternoon. 
It was being driven by Mr. Robert 
Pullman of 79 Lesile street, a driver 
for the Burns Iec Co. He escaped tn- 
stant death from the fact that instead 
of sitting on the machine driving he 
was walking heside ft. 

He was driving eastward at the 
crossing of the G.T.R., the wheels on 
the car tracks. As the mixer started 
under the bridge its top unexpected- 
ly touched the overhead street car 
wires. ‘Instantly a chort circuit of 
some 5,000 volts was created—ani 
all kinds of things beppened. The 
street car tracks were ripped up for 
elght or ten feet, while a big wheel 
of the mixer, melting almost instantly 
under the terrible beat of the cur- 
rent, was welded to the rail4. One- 
quarter of one of the wheels war 
burned off entirely. Overhead wires 
were ripped and torn in all directions, 
the damage extending for two hun- 
dred yards between Loran and Pare 
avenues, whi under the bridge the 
wooden casings were completely de- 
mothabed,

In England, the racing dog, or whip- 
pet, might almost be called tbe poor 
man's racehorse, for these races are 
particularly popular’ amongst the 
workingmen {nthe North and Mid- 
lands, and also, to a lesser degree, 
in the South. The whippet resembles 
a miniature greyhound; he wears @ 
neat cloth coat and. a perforated 
leather muzzle. This prevents him 
from picking up stray scraps of harm- 
ful food, which would not be good 
for him when training. It alsa pre- 
vents “doping” just before a race, 

The different competitors In a rece 
are distinguished from one another 
by means of different colored collars; 
and, in order to judge the winner, the 
Judge has a small pit prepared In a 
line with the winning-post, so that, 
when he gets into pit he fs on a level 
with the dogs, and can see which first 
crosses the line without any difficulty,

Mailison Square Garden Only Partly 
Filled for Mrs. Pankhurst. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—Mrs.. Em- 
meline Pankhurst, addressing last 
night in Madison Square Garden her 
first American mass meeting on her 
present eventful trip, explained why 
militunt methods for the cause of wo- 
™man suffrage are carried on in Eng- 
land but not In America, and defend- 
ed the employment of such methods. 
She criticized the British Government 
as the most conservative on errtb and 
beld it responsible, through failure 
to enact legislation desired by women 
for women resorting to violence to 
obtain the ballot. Only through dy- 
namic means, she declared, could 
English women hope to secure lawa 
dealing with white slavery, industrial 
evils and other conditions affecting 
women. 

Preparations bad been made for an 
overflow meeting at Madison Square 
Garden, but the big tail, with a seat- 
ing capacity of some 12,000 persons, 
was scarcely one-quarter filled. This 
was attributed by the suffragettes to 
the uncertainty that existed until! al- 
most the eleventh hour as to whethér. 
the immigration authorities would al-! 
low Nrs. Pankburst to make ber 
appearance on the public lecture plat- 
form in this country. 

Some leading suffragettes of the 
country und a few “bunger strikers” 
from England sat with Mrs. Pank- 
burst oo a stage draped with a tri- 
colored flag bearing the Inscription, 
“Resistance to Tyranny Is Obedience 
to God.”

limit of their possi>ilities, The Min- 
istry is to be not only empowered, 
but instructed to act, and the re- 
sources of the state would be placed 
at fta disposal for this purpose.

SIX BURNED TO DEATH. - 


Workers In New York Factory Perish 
as Result of Explosion. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25.—A gas oven 
in which metal was belng enamelled 
on the top door of a aix-storey fac- 
tory building in Canal street, explod- 
ed yesterday, killing six persons. 
More than a score of athers were In- 
jured or burned in the fire that suc- 
ceeded fhe explosion and some of 
them may die. The identity of the 
dead was not known many hours af- 
ter the bodles had been removed to 
the morgue. Three of the killed were 
women, All were workers in the 
bullding. oi 

Searchlights played on the ruins 
last night while fremen sought for 
more bodies which it was thought 
might have been overlooked when 
entry into the building was effected 
after the fiames had been brought un- 
der contro}. but at nine o'clock, after 
six bodies bad been removed, It was 
believed all the dead had been found. 
The district attorney's office began an 
investigation. About 200 persons 
were employed in the building, which 
was occuyled by manufacturers of 
machinery, mirrors, clothing and oth- 
er goods. 

The escape of some of the trapped 
workers was spectacular. With their 
clothing ablaze they climbed through 
flame-awept windows on to fre- 
escapes and leaped to the sidewalks. 
Many’ were badly injureo by the drop 
from upper floors. Spectators beat 
out the flames from their clothing 
and saved them fron burning to 
deatb.

Shortly after four o’clock two wag- 
onloads of former strikers, with their 
wives, who had decided to return to 
work at the Walsenberg mine, were 
on their way to the mine under 
guard, when news of the defection 
brought a mob of strikers about the 
vehicles. Stones were thrown, and a 
shot was fired by a striker in the mob, 
it Is reported, and the guards used 
their weapons in reply.

While agreeing with Calvin that 
all except the saintly would be ever- 
lastingly torture, Wesley claimed 
that even {if God foreknew the num- 
ber of the unsaintly and. Nad fore- 
ordained their torture, there must 
Dave been some option left with 
them. He ransacked the Bible to 
find some proof-text supporting, tnis 
theory. He found and eapecially re- 
jJoiced im the verses preceding our 
text. They pictured the New Jeru- 
salem—the Messianic Kingdom in 
its glory. ‘I'ney show a river of the 
Water of Life proceeding from the 
‘Ybrone of the New Jerusalem. 

A iitue further down in the same 
chapter, the blessed declaration ‘x 
made that in that glorious time at 
the future the Spirit and the aries 
shall say, Come. and he that 
athirst may come, and wusepever 
will may take of the waters of tite 
freély.— evelation 22:1-%, 17. 

“AD.” sald Brother. Wesley, “that 
telin of tree grace!"

“1 can't belleve {t Is impossible to 
discuss this matter on other than a 
controversial basis, “one that will 
bring up political discord. The 
theme of national defence should oc- 
cupy a plane higher than the poll- 
tical wardroom, the hustings, or even 
the national forum. If we have to 
introduce political differences into 
such a question we will drift and 
drift till we-are.so seriously involy- 
ed that we vannot extricate ourselves 
without sacrificitig our dignity and 
self-respect. ‘We in British Colum- 
bia feel that we have come to the 
point when, in manly fashion, we 
should do our share in the defence, 
not of only British Columbia, Can- 
ada, but of the Empire as well.” 

Aside from the utterances of the 
British Columbia Premier, the fea- 
ture of the luncheon was the kind 
words of welcome to his Royal Highb- 
ness and expressions of good will to 
ber Royal Highness, and the grac- 
fous reply. .

Doctrine of Expediency Haa Enslar- 
ed Latin America Says Wilson.

And she must regard It as one of the 
duties of friendship to see that from 
poquarter are material Interests 
made superior to human liberty and 
bational opportunity.” 

Materlal interests—a phrase much 
in use Internationally of late tn 
characterizing the attitude of foreign 
nations toward Mexico — frequent- 
ly was employed by the President. 
He declared the American Repub- 
lics had suffered long from hard bar- 
gains forced upon them by conces- 
slonires seeking “‘material interésts" 
In the countries affected. The Presl- 
dent declared that through motives 
of “morality and not expediency” 
the United States desired to help the 
Latin-American republics to “an 
emancipation from the subordination 
which has been inevitable to foreign

WASHINGTON, D.C., Oct. 28.— 
No change has been made in the 
Government's © policy toward the 
Mexican situation as a result of 
Sunday's abortive elections. With 
Gen, Huerta still at the head of 
Mexican affairs and likely to remain 
there for some time to come, this 
Government will decline to accord 
formal recognition to the Huerta 
Administration. It will continue, 
however, to do businesa with the de 
facto’ Federal authority in the City 
of Mexico, but will be careful to 
make it clear that this {s done mere- 
ly for practical business reasons and 
{t not intended even as an implied 
recognition of the Mexican Govern- 
ment, ‘ft is realized here, however. 
that this condition of affairs cannot 
go op indefinitely. But as far as can 
be ascertained the Washington au- 
thorities bave no specific solution to 
offer. 

Announcement from the London 
Foreign Office yesterday that no ac- 
tion concerning Mexico will be taken 
by the British Government without 
‘consultation with the United States 
fs regarded here as the most encour- 
aging algn yet given of the prospect 
of a general agreement among for- 
eign nations to recognize the pre- 
dominating interests of the United 
States In Mexico. It was a relief al- 
80 1o some officials to learn that the 
Foreign Office is authority for’ the 
statement that Great Britain's re- 
cognition of the Huerta Government 
was merely provisional pending the 
outcome of Sunday's elections. 

There have been Indications that

Agriculture was practiced with scientific 
skill;and there was an elaborate and extensive 
System of irrigation. Mnies of gold, silver and 
copper were worked and they had the art of 
tempering the latter metal so as to make it avail- 
able for weapons and implements. They lavk- 
ed a knowledge of producing iron from ore, and 
gunpowder was unknown tothem. Had they 
possessed these Cortez could never have taken 
and held the halls of the Montezumas. [he 
Spanish guld-smiths, admiring the exquisite 
workmanship of the gold and silver ornaments 
of the Mexicans, bowed to their superiority. 

Fairs were held in the great .market-places 
of the prinzipal cities every fifth day where buy- 
ers and sellers in vast numbers thronyed. They 
had public schools, courts of justice, and a class 
of nobles and a powerful monarch. They be- 
lieved in one Supreme God, but had a number 
of inferior deities, They had a heaven, a hell 
anda purgatory.
